"A COURT of equity will not lend its aid to protect a busi- 
f\ ness which can survive only by oppressing its' workers." 


These words, part of a decision by 


Judge Harry Fisher of Chicago in a 
case arising from a dispute between 
a garment factory and its workers, 
sum up one of the most important 
phases of the 
recovery 
campaign 


about as well as any one sentence 
could. 


It's worth looking for a moment at 


their background. 


The workers in this Chicago plant 


were out on strike. Their weekly 
wages were somewhere between J5 and 
$9 below the minimum fixed by the 
NBA. Their hours of work were said 
to be from 55 to 60 hours a week. The 
factory owners, seeking an injunction 
to stop the strikers from picketing, 
explained that keen competition forced

Unless you can pay your workers 


a decent wage and make it possible 
for them to live like human beings 
you've got no right to be in business 
at all—that, in substance, is what it 
says. It makes a pretty good rule. 


And that is why these various codes 


are so important. They not only seek 
to improve the worker's lot; they aim 
to curb reckless competition so that it 
will no longer be necessary for an 
employer to pay starvation wages and 
impose 'sweatshop hours. They offer 
protection to the employee who wants 
to do the right thing. To the other 
kind they offer a one-way exit. 
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It is ordinarily said that the ex-'* 


convict has a hard time going straight 
because 
law enforcement 
agencies 


keep too close tabs on him. He gets 
"persecuted," hounded, trailed from 
job to job by policemen who never 
give him credit for a desire to re- 
form. 


Sometimes, perhaps, all of this is 


quite true. But there are exceptions, 
and they make refreshing reading. 


The most recent exception is the 


case of Paul Maxim, who 
escaped 


from the Ohio reformatory six years 
ago, 
drifted west, educated himself, 


got a good job and established him- 
self as an honest law-abiding citizen. 
A few weeks ago he was discovered, 
arrested and sent back to Ohio; but 
when the story of his 
rehabilitation 


was told, the Ohio governor gave him 
a full pardon and his employer in- 
vited him to come back and go on 
with his job again. 


Here, at least, was one case in 


which a man trying to live down his 
past is getting honest co-operation, 
and not persecution from spciety.

The Nazi zealots who are in power in 


Germany have found a number of 
ways to make themselves look ridic- 
ulous, but in nothing have they suc- 
ceeded quite as completely as in their 
current desire to keep "Aryan" girls 
from having dates with Jewish boy 
friends. 


A Nazi daily paper published at 


Mannheim, Baden, makes a practice of 
printing each day the names of girls 
who have dates with Jewish boys. 
The column is heal'.ed: "In the Pillory 
—Jews' Sweethearts." Just how these 
names are obtained is not quite clear, 
unless jealous Aryan lads are invited 
to squeal; but in any case the whole 
stunt seems to be about as petty and 
nonsensical as anything the 
Nazis 


have yet devised.

Auto Code Approved 


WASHINGTON — (/P) — Administra- 


tion approval brought the great auto- 
mobile manufacturing industry Sun- 
day night under a code of fair prac- 
tice which asserts the right of em- 
ployers to hire and discharge their 
workers without regard to union affil- 
iations. President Roosevelt 
signed 


the code Sunday. 


In permitting the labor 
language 


proposed by the manufacturers to re- 
main in the agreement, however, Gen. 
Hugh Johnson, National Recovery ad- 
ministrator,, made it clear to news- 
paper nich'-tha^'if litres 'any thought 


that statement (the labor clause) 
s away any right conferred by 


he law to either side, that doubt 
should be dissipated immediately." 


The administration statement accom- 


panying the code made no comment on 
the report of the 
Labor 
Advisory 


Board that its approval was based on 
the understanding the labor clause 
neither modifies or qualifies the re- 
covery act, and that it does not estab- 
lish a precedent in the preparation of 
any other code. 


Bearing out the Labor Board's sug- 


gestions, General Johnson said he will 
not consider the automobile language 
a precedent when he told newspaper- 
men: 


"Every single industry thtat comes 


here must stand on its own economic 
feet. I'll treat each one of these sit- 
uations as they arise." 


Johnson Defends Course 


Nevertheless, 
the 
question con- 


fronted the administrator whether 
every industry attempting to prevent 
unionization of its plants would not 
insist upon having the language of 
the autwomobile agreement placed in 
its own code as a means of resisting 
organization. To this Johnson said: 


"You 
have that all wrong. That was 


not t"he motive at all. They wanted 
that statement to come back at some 


ly misleading declaration from the 
sitt side. 


"The claim was being made over and 


over again that nobody could get a 
job in an automobile plant or in fact 
get any of the benefits of the NRA 
without belonging to the union. 


"Now 
that is not true and there is 


nothing in the law like that. As a case 
in point, take the labor benefits given 
by the NRA in the cotton industry, 
which is not at all unionizd."

kansas Cut to Only 


50,000 Families 


CHICAGO.—(#>)—O'ne-third of the 


names on last March's unemployment 
relief rolls have been erased, a nation- 
wide survey indicated Sunday. 


Approximately 1,500,000 families have 


been removed from state and federal 
charity lists, due mainly to the mount- 
ing tide of employment, reports from 
every section of the country showed. 


And while nearly 3,000,000 families 


were accepting aid last month,the 
ber had been lessening monthly as 


men went back to work and summer 
weather made subsistence easier. 


Closely calculated reports from 34 


states showed that 1,223,000 families 
have placed themselves on self-sup- 
porting bases since March, the month 
of greatest general unemployment. 


Arkansas reduced its number of de- 


pendent families from 157,000 in March 
to 50,001) this month. Virginia from 
500,000 persons to 100,000 although ex- 
pecting that last week's storm would 
increase its burden markedly, 
and 


North Carolina 25 per cent of its pop- 
ulation in March to n!y 10 per cent 
dependent in July.

GRAND RAPIDS, Mich.—(#>)—Pat- 


rick H. O'Brien, attorney general of 
Michigan, told delegates to the an- 
nual meeting of the National Associa- 
tion of Attorney' Generals Monday that 
no court in the United States will dare 
set aside President Roosevelt's recov- 
ery program. 


He declared that while the National 


Recovery Act "offends against all 
cherished constitutional maxims re- 
lating ot due process of law and the 
taking of private property for public 
use without just compensation," no 
court will be allowed to stand in the 
path of progress toward a more just 
and equitable social system.

the Huckins Hotel Company, stock-

LaFayette, the Majestic at Hot Springs 
and the William Len at Memphis. 


Mr. Huckins, who died of a heart 


attack, had not been actively interest- 
ed in hotel work for about five years. 
His winter home was at Oklahoma 
City, and funeral services will be held 
there. 


His father was a well known hotel 


man, 
at one time itnerested in the 


Parker House at Boston and the Palm- 
er House, Chicago. 


The Huckins brothers built their 


first hotel, the old Huckins hotel, in 
Texarkana in 1880.

Food Prices 6 Pet 


Above Year Ago 


Flour Shows Big Advance 


—But Other* Increase 


Moderately 


WASHINOTON.-<;P)-A Labor De- 


partment report Sunday .showed the 
upward trend of retail food prices, 
pronounced in May and June, .contin- 
ued in August, but at a slower pace. 


In contrast to a rise of more than 8 


per cent between June 15 and July 15, 
the August increase, based on reports 
from retail food dealers in 51 cities, 
was less than 2 per cent and left the 
general level at approximately that of 
February, 1932. 


August retail prices were 18 per 


cent above those of April, the low 
month of the year and 5.9 per cent 
higher than the level of August, 1932. 


Of the 42 commodities covered by 


the Bureau of Labor statistics, 32 
showed price increases between July 
15 and August 15 with the flour prices, 
up 20 per cent, leading the higher 
trend. The majority of the food items 
rose less than 4 per cent. Pork shops 
increased by 8 per cent, bread was up 
6 per cent, rloled oats 5 per cent and 
macaroni 4 per cent. 


Eight items dropped in price and 


two—cheese 
and 
coffee—were 
un- 


changed. Butter, contrary to its nor- 
mal upward movement at this time of 
year, dropped 12 per cent and the La- 
bor Department estimated the food in- 
dex for the month would have been 
considerably hibher had buttre prices 
risen as usual.

Morris Sheppard Loses 


Battle to Check Tide 


in 23rd State 


DALLAS, Texas—(#>)—Senator Mor- 


ris Sheppard's hope of making Texas 
the first of 13 states to block repeal 
of the Eighteenth amendment was 
buried Sunday night under a majori- 
ty of more than 110,000 votes reported 
from Saturday's prohibition referen- 
dum. 


With votes from 239 of the states' 


254 counties, 35 of them complete, anti- 
prohibitionists held a lead of 273,580 to 
162,078 upon the broposal to list Texas 
as the twenty-third state to ratify re- 
moval of the amendment from the 
constitution. 


In the same tabulation the Texas 


Election Bureau reported 277,440 votes 
for the proposal to legalize 3.2 per cent 
beer through an amendment to the 
state constitution, with 152,840 against. 


Texas 
also approved a $20,000.000 


bond issue for relief purposes to meet 
a warning by the Federal Relief Ad- 
ministration that it must provide ad- 
ditional state aid before it can obtain 
federal assistance.

Physicians were summoned but they 


were powerless to stay death. He liv- 
ed for about 40 minutes after the pis- 
tol was fired, but failed to regain 
consciousness. His pulse was strong 
to the last. The bullet ranged upward. 


Clarkson had suffered from a weak 


heart for nearly 15 years. Since No- 
rember his 
condition 
had 
grown 


steadily worse. For the past week he 
had been confined to his bed. He al- 
so was a victim of chronic nervous- 
ness. 
Clarkson was branch manager here for 
the Mid-South Cotton Association. The 
office is scheduled to open its season- 
al activities next Friday. Possibility 
that he might not be able to do his 
work because of his illness 
was 


thought to have made him despondent.

Atkins Corrects Error 


City Attorney W. S. Atkins corr 


rected an error in The Star's natator- 
ium story Saturday with the following 
letter Monday: 


Editor The Star: 
In your report, in Saturday's issue 


of your paper,'of the meeting of the 
city council, at which a swimming 
pool for Hope was discussed, you are 
in error in quoting me as 
saying, 


'Legally the 
council has no more 


standing in the eyes of the Public 
Works Administration" than any other 
civic body, such as the Rotary or Ki- 
wanis Club.' 


"The question of the standing of 


the council or civic clubs with the 
Public Works Administration was not 
discussed. The question was asked, 
just what steps should be taken by the 
council. In other words, whether the 
city council should organize a be- 
nevolent corporation. In answer to 
this I stated that the law provides that 
any number of citizens, not less than 
three, could organize a benebolent cor- 
poration, and that there were no re- 
quirements with respect to officials 
organizing such corporation. 


"The city council has a better stand- 


ing with the Public Works Adminis- 
tration than any civic club or indi- 
vidual has; because the city acting 
through the council, can borrow mun- 
ey for any project that is approved 
by the administration, the payment i'or 
which the city is willing to bind it- 
sell1. Civic clubs such as the Rotrry 
and Kiwanis, or individuals, cannot 
do this.—W. S. Atkins."

ernment based on the English model. 
D. W. Brogan of the London School 
of Economics, whose "Government of 
the People" is an amazingly thought- 
ful study of American politics, is re- 
freshingly different. 


Uajliamentary government, he as- 


serts, would not suit America at all. 
Instead, he suggests that we strength- 
en the kind of government we have 
now. 
Enlarge 
the 
powers of the 


president, giving him the right to ap- 
peal to a referendum of the people 
when Congress rejects his program, 
ani make Congress more a national 
body by dropping the requirement 
that a congressman must live in the 
state he represents—with' these and 


minor administrative changes, says 
Mr. Brogan, we would have just what 
we need. 


Harold Laski calls this book "the 


most illuminiating treatise on Ameri- 
can government since the late Lord 
Bryce's famous volumes," and he may 
well be right. Certainly it is a thor- 
ough and comprehensive discussion of 
the subject; and it has the added merit 
of being interestingly written. 


Our government's chief fault, says 


Mr. Brogan, Is that it is unwieldy. It 
cannot act rapidly, it cannot adjust it- 
self to changing conditions, it cannot 
accurately reflect 
shifts in 
public 


opinion. It seems to me that the events 
of the last few months pretty thor- 
oughly upse this criticism. He adds
